Hoffmann, poet and traveller (Ténor). Nicklaus, a young man, bis companion (Contralto) 

Olympia, a mecbanical doll (Soprano). Spalanzani, an inventor (Ténor) 

Coppelius, an inventor (Bass). Giulietta, a courtesan (Soprano) 

Dapertutto, a magician (Baritone). Scblemil, enamoured of Giulietta (Baritone). 

Antonia.a beautiful consumptive (Sop.) Crespel, ber fatber (Bass) 

Miracle an evil doctor (Bass) Voice of Antonia’» dead motber (Mezzo) 

Time: About 1800 At Nuremberg, Venice and Munich. 

Prologue —In Luther’s wine cellar in Nuremberg. Forgetting his 
présent love, Stella, an opéra singer, amidst revelry. Hoffmann, in 
reminiscent mood, relates to his gay companions lhe s tory of three of 
his loves, Olympia, Giulietta, Antonia, as shown in thc ensuing acts 
of the opéra. 

Act I—The house of Spalanzani, inventor of the singing doll, Olympia, 
to hear whom guests are invjted. Coppelius, who has contributed thc 
eyes of Olympia, has foisted on Hoffmann magic glasses which fakc 
inanimate objects live. Thus Hoffmann falls in love with Olympia. 
Spalanzani has given Coppelius, a worthless chèque to buy out his sharc 
in Olympia. The mechanism of the doll gets out of control. Hoffmann, 
dancing with her, is thrown to the ground, breaking the glasses, while 
she dances out of the room. The unpaid Coppelius revenges himself by 
tearing the doll asunder. Disillusioned, Hoffmann is jeered by the 
company. 

Act II —Giulietta’s palace in Venice. Despite Nicklaus’ warnings, 
Hoffmann loves Giulietta, who is really the slave of the magician, 
Dapertutto, for whom she lias stolen the shadow of Schlemil, who loves 
her. For him also, she obtains Hoffmann’s reflection in a magic mirror. 
A (itiarrel easily ensues betw'een Hoffmann and Schemil, the latter being 
killed. Thus Dapertutto obtains his soûl. Giulietta is seen in a 
gondola with Dapertutto. Nicklaus persuades Hoffmann to flee. 

Act III— In Munich. The House of Councillor Crespel, who.se beautiful 
daughter, Antonia, Hoffmann loves. Crespel disapproves. The deaf 
servant, Franz, mishears his instructions and instead of excluding 
Hoffmann, admits him to Antonia. Crespel returns. Hoffman, con- 
cealed, overhears him talk with the sinister Doctor Miracle, thus learn- 
ing that Antonia is consumptive. Miracle hopes to make Antonia his 
victirn. Crespel and the doctor gone, Hoffmann makes Antonia promise 
to sing no more. He goes and Miracle returns. He brings to life the 
portrait of Antonia’s dead mot her, whose voice lie makes command 
Antonia to sing. The effort kills her. Miracle disappears. 

Epilogue —Luther’s wine cellar in Nuremberg.
